As  in  the  previous  year,  a  statement  was  published 
in  the  local  Press  at  the  end  of  the  year  showing  the  progress 
of  the  Immunisation  Campaign,  both  in  the  Borough  and  some  of  the 
adjoining  District  areas.  It  was  felt  that  the  publications  of 
the  figures  for  the  individual  schools,  until  the  comparison  of  the 
general  results  in  the  areas  would  sti.tul.. te  a  competitive  interest. 

The  figures  for  the  Borough,  which  were  cross  checked 
by  individual  surveys,  can  only  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory. 

The  improvement  in  the  Returns  for  the  under  5  year  group  is  marked 
since  the  County  Council  sponsored  the  treatment  of  this  most 
difficult  to  contact  group  under  its  maternity  Child  Welfare  Service 
Scheme .

GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  sharp  decline  co  pared  with  the 
rates  for  the  past  four  years,  and  is  below  the  rate  for  the 
Country  as  a  whole. 

As  well,  the  Still  Birth  Rate  reaches  a  figure  which  compares 
unfavourably  with  other  years  and  with  the  rate  for  the  entire 
country. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year, 
but  the  General  Death  Rate  shows  a  similar  increase.  The  causes 
of  Death  and  the  ages  at  Death  are  in  general  accord  with  the 
returns  of  previous  years. 

A  graph  is  attached  showing  the  changes  in  the  Birth  and 
Death  Rates  during  the  past  ten  years.
